Wannabe car-poolers have a new 
tool at their disposal: a website 
that allows them to match up with 
new travel companions. 

In an effort to cut down on the 
number of people who commute 
by themselves each day, HRM has 
launched HRMSmartTrip.ca. The 
website allows you to plug in 
where you come from and need to 
get to, and find others who take the 
same route. People can then e-mail 
and arrange car pools. 

The site could be useful for peo¬ 
ple like Halifax nurse Lewina 
Gilbert. Gilbert has been using 
sites like Kijiji to try to find some¬ 
one to ride along with her on her 
daily commute from Timberlea. 

She's found one commuter so 
far and says it's been a great expe¬ 
rience. 

"Everybody wants to save 
money and help the environment, 
so why not? Put your money 
where your mouth is," said 
Gilbert. "Certainly I'm going to 
start using (the site.) I didn't know 
about it." 

Gilbert likely didn't know about 
HRMSmartTrip because the mu¬ 
nicipality hasn't started promoting 
it yet. The site was launched in¬ 
ternally a couple months ago to

test it, but is open to everyone.

Strait board 
dismantled 


School board members 
canned for bickering, 
'appalling' behaviour

Metro Halifax 

Education Minister Karen Casey 
fired the Strait regional school 
board yesterday on the advice of 
the board chair after months of 
constant bickering 
and recent "ap¬ 
palling" behaviour. 

"I believe it's in 
the best interests of 
students and that's 
why I made the de¬ 
cision," Casey told 
reporters. 

Full responsibility for the board 
is now in the hands of one man — 
John Sears, a former professor and 
vice-president academic at St. 
Francis Xavier University. 

The minister appointed Sears in 
February to manage the school 
board's $80-million budget and 
human resources after stripping 
the elected members of some of 
their powers. 

Now, the members won't be 
permitted to sit around the board 
table at all. 

Former board chair Henry Van 
Berkel said that when the minister 
asked for his opinion about what 


should be done, he felt compelled 
to recommend the dismissal. 

"I felt like that board was not 
going to be able to move forward 
comfortably to create the best 
kind of decision-making on behalf 
of our students," Van Berkel said 
yesterday. 

Recent difficulties stemmed 
from a May 7 public board meet¬ 
ing where members debated a mo¬ 
tion to prevent programs created 
by a local women's 
centre from being 
delivered in schools. 

Van Berkel said 
people attending the 
meeting later told 
him the behaviour 
they witnessed was 
appalling. 

"I had seen it before. I certainly 
didn't like it. 

"I think I exercised considerable 
patience, but eventually had to put 
my foot down and exercise the au¬ 
thority of the chair," Van Berkel 
said. 

He said he removed board vice- 
chair Mike Brown from the meet¬ 
ing for breaching the board's code 
of ethics. However, Brown walked 
out on his own first. 

Last week, members voted 6-5 
against a motion to discipline 
Brown for his behaviour.

New report says 
ex-pats may return 
looking for work

For years Nova Scotia has 
been steadily losing its popu¬ 
lation to Western Canada.

The job site lists positions 
in Atlantic Canada and rou¬ 
tinely polls its users for ca¬ 
reer data. 

Nadeau says they've seen 
more people from outside At¬ 
lantic Canada coming to their 
site, and many of them cite a 
desire to return home on 
their profiles 

"The number one driver 


for people wanting to come 
back to Atlantic Canada is for 
lifestyle reasons," said 
Nadeau.

40 keen on early 
retirement plan 


CUPE says workers 
make less than low 
income cutoff

Susan Odell is pretty much at 
the top of her game when it 
comes to the field of early 
childhood education. 

She's been working at the 
North End Community Day¬ 
care Centre for 35 years and 
now makes a salary of about 
$30,000 which includes addi¬ 
tional work she does in the 
centre's office. 

"I make the most in my 
centre," she said. 

Odell was one of about a 
dozen early childhood educa¬ 
tion professionals who gath¬ 
ered at the legislature 
yesterday evening to protest 
their low wages. 

"The government de¬ 
mands that we be educated 
and then they don't want to 
pay us," Odell said. 

Lynn Howes, president of 


CUPE Local 4745 which rep¬ 
resents childcare workers, 
said the average pay for those 
in the profession is about $9 
an hour, which works out to 
be less than the low income 
cut off in Canada which hov¬ 
ers around $22,000 a year. 

"We would like to see more 
money coming into the child¬ 
care field," Howes said. 


Community Services Min¬ 
ister Judy Streatch said the 
government is doing a num¬ 
ber of things to support the 
field of childcare. 

She said the government 
has put $200 million into a 
childcare plan which takes 
into account recruitment and 
retention, expansion of 
spaces, increasing eligibility 


for subsidies, decreasing par¬ 
ent fees and operational 
grants. 

'And a requirement of 
those dollars is that 75 per 
cent go directly to salaries 
and benefits for our very 
valuable childcare workers 
in the province," Streatch 
said.

Minister plans 
legislation aimed 
at school boards

The education minister prom¬ 
ised to introduce legislation 
this fall that will allow her to 
discipline elected members on 
dysfunctional school boards. 

"I have begun a period of 
consultation on how to ad¬ 
dress transgressions by indi¬ 
vidual board members," 
Karen Casey said in a press re¬ 
lease. 

The intent is to give boards 
and education ministers more 
flexibility when elected mem¬ 
bers breach their code of 
ethics or bylaws. 

Right now, the minister can 
only discipline the entire 
board, not individuals. 

The Nova Scotia School 
Boards Association says that 
legislation should be a top pri¬ 
ority in the fall.

it's unfortunate that the gov¬ 
ernment did not amend the 
Education Act sooner," associ¬ 
ation president Elliott Payzant 
said in a press release. 

Casey fired the Halifax re¬ 
gional school board in Decem¬ 
ber 2006 due to elected 
members' constant bickering. 
She appointed then-retired 
bureaucrat Howard Windsor 
to run the board. 

New elected school boards 
are expected to resume when 
province-wide elections take 
place in October. 

Casey said her department 
is drafting a job description to 
inform potential candidates 
what's required so they are 
clear about their roles and re¬ 
sponsibilities.

Road repairs 
might shrink 
popular spot

One of metro's beaches could 
be getting smaller as the 
province moves to repair 
road damages from last fall's 
post-tropical storm Noel.

Community Services Min¬ 
ister Judy Streatch, who lives 
in the area, said yesterday 
she's working on making sure 
the beach isn't ruined by the 
reconstruction of the road. 

"I'll follow up with the 
minister to ensure that the 
concerns of the public are 
taken into account. Because 
the road hasn't been paved 
yet, it shouldn't be an issue," 
she said.

Dai researchers part of Mars mission 


Helped design a 
laser on Phoenix 
Mars Lander

One of the Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity researchers who helped 
design a laser to measure 
weather patterns on Mars 
says the landing of NASAs 
Phoenix Mars Lander means 
"the real excitement" can 
begin. 

'An important goal of the 


mission is to try to under¬ 
stand the water cycle, and so 
we will be very interested to 
see if there are clouds and 
fogs amongst the dust," Tom 
Duck wrote in an e-mail. 

Duck and Cameron Dick¬ 
inson helped design the 
LIDAR, which uses laser 
beams to analyze the atmos¬ 
phere, for the mission. It's 
the first time LIDAR technol¬ 
ogy — which stands for light 
detection and ranging — has 
been used on another planet. 

Details about the weather 
on Mars will be gathered by 


the LIDAR and transferred 
to the two researchers, who 
are based at the University 
of Arizona. 

"We will also be keenly 
watching what is happening 
with other instruments on 
the lander, and in particular 
whether or not Phoenix 
'tastes the water' in ice 
thought to exist not far 
below the surface." 

The spacecraft blasted off 
from the Kennedy Space 
Centre on Aug. 4, 2007, and 
landed safely on Mars on 
Sunday night.

From taxi drivers ferrying 


the injured to hospitals to car 
clubs delivering supplies, the 
quake volunteers have such 
cachet that party members 
dispatched to the disaster 
zone also call themselves 
"volunteers." 

Premier Wen Jiabao also 
won respect among the 1.3 
billion Chinese watching the 
tragedy unfold on TV by 
rushing to the scene within 
hours to encourage rescue 
workers and give hope to 
those trapped in the rubble. 

The Communist Party's 
deployment of 17,500 offi¬ 


cials and 2.2 million mem¬ 
bers who "faced danger and 
difficulty without retreating" 
to help survivors who "shed 
blood and tears without 
bowing their heads" showed 
the value of its "people first" 
philosophy, said Ouyang 
Song, vice minister of the 
party's organization depart¬ 
ment. 

Ouyang said non-govern¬ 
mental organizations could 
contribute to the reconstruc¬ 
tion work as long as they did 
it legally and contributed to 
a stable society. reuters

Country has more 
workers in stores 
than factories 

Canada's red-hot retail in¬ 
dustry employed more peo¬ 
ple than the beleaguered 
manufacturing sector for the 
first time last year, according 
to Statistics Canada. 

Canada's retailers em¬ 
ployed nearly 1.79 million 
people last year to become 
the country's largest em¬ 
ployer, knocking manufac¬ 
turing out of first place by a 
slim 5,000-job margin. 

Canadian retailers are en¬ 
joying strong profit margins 
due to a stronger dollar, 
cheap Asian imports and an 


lower payroll 

The average retail job paid 
$14.87 per hour last year, 
roughly a third less than the 
average $21.66 an hour man¬ 
ufacturing job, according to 
Statistics Canada’s latest 
monthly payroll data. 


"effervescent job market," 
analysts at National Bank Fi¬ 
nancial noted. 

Retail sales grew fastest in 
home furnishing stores, gas 
stations and appliance and 
electronics shops. The three 
largest groups, new car deal¬ 
ers, supermarkets and gen¬ 
eral merchandise stores, all 
recorded below average 
growth rates.

Western wealth buying realty: 

Alberta’s red-hot economy is fuelling 
demand for residential real estate in 
the Atlantic Provinces this year, ac¬ 
cording to a report by RE/MAX On- 
tario-Atlantic Canada. The RE/MAX 
Atlantic Canada Market Trends Re¬ 
port found that in-migration from 
Western Canada has played a major 
role in stimulating home-buying ac¬ 
tivity in key regional centres. While 
most purchases were made with re¬ 
tirement in mind, investment in res¬ 
idential real estate was also a factor 
driving sales. The wealth effect has 
also contributed to a bounce back in 
sales after one of the worst winters 
on record.

May 18. The DFO will continue test¬ 
ing this week, and expects bacteria 
levels to drop as the sewage dilutes.

The bondholders won an 
unexpected decision by the 


Quebec Court of Appeal last 
week that held the buyout 
was unfair to them. They dis¬ 
missed BCE's subsequent ap¬ 
plication for the Supreme 
Court to hold a speedy hearing 
by the June 30 deadline for 
the deal as "entirely artificial." 

The Supreme Court said 
that if it does decide to hear 
the appeal, it could be heard 
on the morning of June 17.

Leafs' GM hunt 
getting serious 


A nd so it is coming 

down to a pair of ex- 
NHL general man¬ 
agers, Doug Armstrong or 
Neil Smith, for the Toronto 
Maple Leafs. 

After receiving formal re¬ 
jections to their requests for 
permission to speak to a 
bevy of active front-office 
types about their GM posi¬ 
tion, the Leafs will launch 
their interview process 
within the next week with 
Armstrong and Smith. In 
fact, they may be the only 
two who get interviewed. 

And sources who ir¬ 
refutably are in position to 
know have told Metro that 
one of the two very likely 
will be hired before the end 
of June. 

The sources also said 
Armstrong is the top candi¬ 
date at this point because 
the Dallas Stars — whom he 
essentially built — were im¬ 
pressive in advancing to the 
recent Western final against 
the Detroit Red Wings.

Duffy just wants to play 


QMJHL draft prospect 
eager to begin career

Ben Duffy says he won't be playing 
any mind games at next month's 
Quebec Major Junior Hockey League 
draft. His message to every team in 
the league? Pick me and I'll report. 

"I'd prefer to play for a Maritime 
team, but if it's a Quebec team, I'll 
play," the 16-year-old forward said. 
"I don't think there's a team in the 
league I wouldn't play for." 

The Lower Sackville native is 
bringing a refreshing approach to the 
draft, which is June 4 to 7 in Sydney. 
It's common for prospects to bluff 
and say they're eyeing U.S. college 
hockey to scare away undesirable 
teams at the draft. 

But Duffy, a gifted sniper with a 
bullet shot who plays for the Dart¬ 
mouth Subways, hasn't even consid¬ 
ered it. 


"I didn't really know about college 
hockey coming up, and the Q was 
just a league that I always wanted to 
play in," Duffy explained. "I know 
from the great players that have 
played in this league 
that it's a good league 
to play in." 

Duffy looks like a 
lock to go in the top 
10. He is ranked sixth 
by Central Scouting 
and seventh by In¬ 
ternational Scouting 
Service, which had 
him at third entering the year. 

High-scoring defenceman Bran¬ 
don Gormley of Murray Harbour, 
EE.I., sits at the top of both lists. The 
Moncton Wildcats hold the No. 1 
pick and are looking at their options. 

Duffy was the Nova Scotia Major 
Midget Hockey League's MVP and 
led the regular season and playoffs in 
scoring, combining for 39 goals and 
43 assists for 82 points in 45 games. 

But his stock still dropped, espe¬ 
cially after the Cole Harbour Mc¬ 


Cains swept Dartmouth in the 
midget final. 

"I put up a lot of points, but I think 
I could have done more," Duffy said. 
"In the playoffs, I could have been a 
better leader and 
stepped up my game 
when the team 
needed it." 

Duffy said he 
plans to spend the 
summer bulking up, 
and he's already 
made big strides in 
that department. He 
is almost 5-foot-11 and 180 pounds, 
about two inches taller and 15 
pounds heavier than he was at the 
start of the season. 

Duffy, whose family will make the 
trip to Sydney, said his hometown 
Halifax Mooseheads "would be the 
best team" to go to, but his goal is just 
to be a top-five pick. 

"Earlier in the year, I was hoping 
to go for first overall," he said, "but 
top five would be a great thing to 
achieve."

O rganic beauty 
products are so 
popular that, with 
high-profile designers like 
Stella McCartney leading 
the way, mass manufactur¬ 
ers are scrambling to jump 
on the organic beauty 
bandwagon. But don’t be 
seduced by slick market¬ 
ing campaigns and care¬ 
fully phrased packaging 
using the words natural or 
pure to appear eco- 
friendly. 

The use of the word nat¬ 
ural is completely unregu¬ 
lated. Any manufacturer 
can toss a few plant-based 
ingredients into a product 
and call it natural, even if 
the product also contains 
toxic chemicals. Instead, 
look for beauty products 
that are labelled certified 
100 per cent organic. They 
contain organic vegetable 
oils and herbal extracts 
that are not only richer in 


vitamins and nutrients 
but safer because they are 
not exposed to cancer- 
causing pesticides. 

Also check the extrac¬ 
tion method used to de¬ 
rive the natural 
ingredients, as various ex¬ 
traction methods affect 
the efficacy of the ingredi¬ 
ent. Oil or wax extraction 
from a plant using either 
chemical solvents or ex¬ 
tremely high heat destroys 
the plant’s botanical prop¬ 
erties. Look for the words 
cold-pressed on labels — if 
they’re not there, keep 
shopping. 

Choose products that 
use essential oils as a natu¬ 
ral preservative. Synthetic 
preservatives will give 
products a longer shelf 
life, but may contain car¬ 
cinogenic ingredients. Es¬ 
sential oils have been 
extracted from the leaves 
and buds of flowers in a 
steam-distillation process 
and are truly natural. 

Your skin absorbs over 
50 per cent of the cremes 
and lotions you put on it. 
When shopping for beauty 
products, just think of 
this: If you wouldn’t eat it, 
why would you smear it on

» 100 per cent organic: 
Contains 100 per cent or¬ 
ganically produced ingre¬ 
dients (excluding water 
and salt). 

» Certified organic or eco- 
cert: Contains at least 95 
percent organic ingredi¬ 
ents (excluding water and 
salt). 

» Made with organic in¬ 
gredients: Contains at 
least 70 per cent organic 
ingredients. 

» Hypoallergenic: Products 
are less likely to cause al¬

I t was after he met a Los 
Vegas Elvis impersonator 
— he looked more Barry 
Manilow than the black¬ 
haired king — that Thane 
Dunn started down the road 
of sideburns and hair dye. 

"He was supposed to be 
the very best in the whole 
wide world," says the 
Moncton resident. 

"He had a great singing 
voice but didn't sound like 
Elvis. 

"I met him backstage and 
was hanging out with him, 
and the guy said 'Can you 
sing?' I said 'The only thing 
I can sing is the same thing 
you do,'" Dunn says. 

"I've always loved Elvis 
since I was a little kid. I 
never thought I would be 


doing this as a full time 
job." 

It took a few years, but 
Dunn is now making a liv¬ 
ing doing impressions of 
the Tennessee-born rock 'n' 
roll legend. He is bringing 
his Elvis: Aloha From 
Hawaii show to the Re¬ 
becca Cohn Auditorium this 
Saturday.

Dunn's interest in Elvis 
started while he was a kid 
growing up in New 
Brunswick. 

His father bought a Pon¬ 
tiac in 1974 and inherited 
and eight track of Elvis:

"My grandparents lived 


in Nova Scotia, and we 
used to visit them every 
weekend. By the second 
trip I knew all the songs," 
he says. 

"I would stand up in the 
back seat and sing and 
stuff." 

He said it was the Pres¬ 
ley's charisma that ap¬ 
pealed to him. He liked the 


energy and the stage pres¬ 
ence the singer had. 

"I am stuck with the 
black hair and sideburns," 
said Dunn, who adds he has 
to keep dying his hair with 
L'Oreal Blue Black No. 9, 
the same Presley used. "It 
used to drive me crazy, but 
I think I have the best job 
in the world."

Expansion a priority 
for new AGNS CEO

Ray Cronin, the former cu¬ 
rator of contemporary art 
at the Art Gallery of Nova 
Scotia, 
has been 
named the 
new di¬ 
rector and 
CEO of 
the insti¬ 
tution. 

"It will 
be daunting, but I am 
pleased and honoured and 
relieved, because I really 
wanted it," says Cronin, 
whose appointment was 
announced yesterday. 

A native of Fredericton, 
N.B., Cronin replaces Jef¬ 
frey Spalding, who left the 
gallery late last year after 
he was appointed president 
of the Glenbow Museum in 
Calgary. Cronin's tenure 
comes as the AGNS faces a 
few growing pains. 


"The gallery has reached 
a point where it has gotten 
as big as it can get," he says 
about the gallery. 

Under Spalding, the 
gallery's permanent art 
collection almost doubled. 

While this happened, 
display space remained 
virtually unchanged, 
meaning only a small piece 
of the collection can be ex¬ 
hibited. 

"I wouldn't want to say 
that it is even two per 
cent," says Cronin about 
the 14,000 works. 

"If we used all our per¬ 
manent exhibit space for 
the collection, we would 
only have 500 works up. 

The new director said a 
needs assessment report 
has been commissioned by 
the AGNS board of direc¬ 
tors. 

"We are at capacity, and 
you can't grow if you are 
packed to the rooftops," 
Cronin said.

Book targets Courtney 




R ocker Courtney Love's inner cir¬ 
cle were so concerned with her 
alleged drug use they had her 
reconsider her pregnancy, PageSix.com 
reports an upcoming book is claiming. 

In Bumping Into Geniuses, a memoir 
about the music business, Danny Gold¬ 
berg, former CEO of Warner Bros. 
Records who also managed Nirvana, 
the band of Love's late husband Kurt 
Cobain, reveals how he and a group of 
Love's inner circle — worried about her 
alleged heroin use during pregnancy — 
plotted an intervention. 

During a meeting in Los Angeles with 
a doctor at Cedars-Sinai Medical Cen¬ 
ter's chemical dependency program, the 


doctor "tried to give clinical advice, sug¬ 
gesting to Courtney that it was not a 
great idea to have a baby while dealing 
with addiction," writes Goldberg. 

That didn't sit well with Love, who 
was pregnant with Cobain's child. 

" 'You're not telling me to have a 
(bleep)-ing abortion, are you?' asked 
Courtney, her voice rising with her trade¬ 
mark hostile whine. 'I mean, I'm pro- 
choice, but that doesn't mean that 
anyone has the right to tell me to have a 
(bleep)ing abortion.' 

"(He) suggested that it might not be 
safe for the baby, and Courtney, who 
was only six weeks pregnant, went into a 
confrontational mode. 'Is that a medical 


fact, or is that just your opinion? I want 
to see it in a medical book.' She was in¬ 
terested in medical facts, not a sermon. 
(He) sheepishly acknowledged that at 
this early stage of pregnancy a 
woman could discontinue heroin use 
with no physical or psychological 
damage to the fetus. Courtney looked 
triumphant as she towered over the 
doctor seated at his desk." 

Love is said to have stopped using 
heroin, and Frances Bean was born in 
perfect health on Aug. 18, 1992. 

Love had no comment on the 
book, which is scheduled to hit stores 
in September.
